Girl Scouts 
Founded Nearly 
35 Years Ago 

'On this, the eve of the Com- 
munity Chest Campaign." states 
Mrs. Henry Whitmore Jr., Com- 
missioner of the Newton Girl 
Scout Council, a Red Feather 
Service, "we call a nation-wide 
‘time out’ from trial, stress, and 
atomic bewilderment for a glance 
at a very refreshing and inspir- 
ing picture. The picture is that 
of the Girt Scout organization, 
whose more than a million mem- 
bers will embark this month on 
the second year of a two year- 
postwar active citizenship pro- 
gram designed to make 'Better 
Citizens to Build n Better W’orld.’ 

"Under the competent direction 
and supervision of trained vol- 
unteer leaders, Gi I Scouts every- 
where are becoming more and 
more an indispensable part of 
community, national and interna- 
tional life " Mrs. Whitmore states. 

"How? By learning, within their 
own troops, to he useful and ac- 
tive citizens able to make de- 
cisions; to respect the right of 
others; to participate in group 
planning and the carrying out of 
plans: by keeping abreast of cur- 
rent changes, trends, and activi- 
ties, being able and ready to offer 
their skills and services, when- 
ever and wherever needed." 

Newton Girl Scouts have car- 
ried out this program concretely 
in their service to the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital where 68 Girl 
Scouts have given 462 hours of 
assistance throughout the past 
year and among other things by 
filling 112 Friendship Bags and 
Thinking Day Boxes for the Girl 
Scouts and children in the war 
torn countries. These friendship 
bags went to children in Luxem- 
bourg. Norway, Lithuania, Hol- 
land. Greece, Czechoslovakia and 
Italy. Through the efforts of 
Newton Girl Scouts too, 30,000 
cans of food were collected and 
sent to Europe this past year. 

The Girl Scouts have also 
.wrapped Christmas gifts at the 
; Red Cross Office for men on the 
high seas and assisted the Com- 
munity Chest in many ways at 
! campaign time. 

Girl Scouting, the largest or- 
ganization of its kind for girls 
in the world, was founded in the 
United States almost thirty-five 
years ago by the late Juliette 
Low, in whose memory national 
Girl Scout Week has just been 
celebrated. The traditional Seven 
Service Days, as they are called, 
ate set aside to demonstrate the 
many and varied activities which 
are made available to girls 
through the Girl Scout program. 

On Sunday uniformed troops at- 
tended services in their own 
churches. Monday was Home- 
making Day; Tuesday, Arts and 
Crafts Day; Wednesday. Interna- 
tional Friendship Day; Thursday, 
the anniversary of Mrs. Low's 
birth, was Citizenship Day; Fri- 
day, Arts and Crafts Day; and 
Saturday, Out-of-Doors Activities' 

Day. 

“The children of the world to- 
day will be the citizens of the 
world tomorrow." said Mrs. Whit- 
more. "The future, the job of 
digging new ditches through 
which the waters of peace and 
economic stability are to flow 
belongs to them. But these girls 
must be backed up. They must 
be guided and helped, and that 
job belongs to th»* adults.” 

Girl- Scouting, the common 
ground of understanding to all 
girls, regardless ol nationality, 
race, or creed, now serves in New - 
ton 1,057 girls and over a million 
in the United States. With spoil 
sorship and more volunteer lead 
ers it could serve a million more. 


The All Newton Music School, . 
a Red Feather Service, lias ! 
shown remarkable progress dur- I 
ing the past year. The services • 
of the school ate open to all ! 
economic groups, and provide an ( 
opportunity for musical growth 
and development to students ro- , 
gardless of race, color or creed. 
Over five hundred young people 
from every part of Newton are 
. enrolled. 

Especially valuable are the 
many music group classes which 
arc conducted each week. These 
: provide good teaching under 
democratic conditions, and give 
excellent training in ensemble 
playing and singing. Five classes 
ir Theory of Music with children 
ranging from six to twelve years 
of age meet every Tuesday af- 
ternoon. These classes instruct 
pupils in rhythm, notation, con- 
struction of scales, teach the 
various elements of which music 
Is made, and give a foundation 
In the knowledge and skills es- 
sential to the trained musician. 

Orchestral training is started 


early at the Music School. Three 
junior orchestras meet weekly 
and prepare hoys and girls for 
the senior orchestra. To be eligi- 
ble for the "big orchestra" is the 
ambition of every student of in- 
strument. 

Many hundreds of lessons are 
given during the season in piano, 
violin, cello, clarinet, flute and 
voice. Recitals and concerts are 
given to allow pupils to play be- 
fore audiences several times 
during a school term. Since its 
beginning, the school has pro- 
vided a musical education to 
thousands of students. 

The All Newton Music School 
is one of many community music 
schools in this country. These 
schools are an outgrowth of the 
music settlement idea, and the 
sincerity of this movement has 
done much for the morale of 
youth and for the advancement 
of our national culture.

"From another standpoint the 
number of persons to whom 
services are directly rendered is 
an important actor in *ne situ 
ation -For each of these, medi 
cal. accounting, clerical and sta 
tistical records arc required, in 
voicing a considerable adminis- 
trative. clerical and ac taunting 
force, in addition to hose em 
ployees immediately concerned 
with the care, feeding, bousing, 
plant maintenance and other 
services rendered. 

"In 1915 there were created in 
Newton- Wellesley Hospi f il 6295 
persons, of which number 5 >26 
came from Newton or Wellesley. 
In that year 6836 out patient 
treatments were given, 272S op 
erations were performed 7295 
persons had X-ray pictures or 
treatment, and 39.807 laboratory 
tests were made. The volume is 
expected to be greater for 1946 
and 1947. 

"The general problem now 
faced by the* hospital was cov 
ered by my statement published 
in the local papers last Septem- 
ber. Front that article no fol 
lowing pertinent extra *<? are 
taken; 

In general all hospitals are 
meeting the same or similar 
problems and difficulties in- 
volving increased costs of op- 
eration. Everyone realizes that 
costs of food. suppli«*> and 
equipment have in. •-•cased 
markedly and are continuing 
to increase. It should also be 
realized that the re itively 
low compensation t radii ionallv 
paid to hospital worke-s will 
not. under present economic 
conditions, retain all present 
employees and will not attract 
efficient new ones. Further- 
more. justice and fairness to 
those who serve us 'oyally 
and faithfully in our hospitals 
urge us to wish to .f ward 
them adequat< ly It should be 
understood that the pail per- 
sonnel of a hospital includes 
not only nurses and techni- 
cians. but laundry. Kitchen 
and housekeeping workers as 
well as engineers, mechanics, 
painters. carpenters and 
others. Their work has borre 
heavily upon them bociuse it 
has not been possible to oh- I 
tain an adequate number of 
workers.

This would not effect « R the 
saving that might be needed 
because the maintenance of 
the organization as a whole 
would require certain essential 
overhead expense and the clos- 
ing of facilities would greatly 
reduce the income from pa- 
tient care.' 

"Until a general decline in 
costs occurs, if it does occur, or 
greater income with less pro- 
portionate expense is realized 
from the construction of an en- 
larged and more efficient plant, 
the hospital can continue to 
serve the citizens as it now does 
only by their furnishing • n rough 
their Community Chests a larg- 
er fund from which it can meet 
its increased burden of expense. 
It is. of course, the obligation 
of the administration of the hos- 
pital to seek increased income 
and increased savings from ail 
possible sources, such as charges 
for service, endowments and op-

Active in Developing Scouting 


Norumbega Council, Boy Scouts 
of America, embracing 56 Units 
of Cub Scouts, Scouts and Senior 
Scouts, is the organization which 
for over twenty-five years has 
been responsible for developing 
Scouting in the Newton-Wellesley 
area. This Red Feather service Is 
associated with the Newton Com- 
munity Chests in the Greater 
Boston Community Fund, which 
begins its Wellesley campaign 
for 1947 funds on November 7. 
To assist in preparation for the 
campaign, Scouts of the Council 
delivered Community Fund leaf- 
lets to 20,000 homes between No- 
vember 1 and 5. 

One of more than 540 Boy 
Scout Councils in the United 
States, Norumbega Council ranks 
high for the breadth of its activi- 
ties and for its standards of 
achievement. For administrative 
purposes the Council area of New- 
ton and Wellesley is divided into 
five districts. The Council has 
its headquarters at 259 Wainut 
stret, Newtonville, and possesses 
a cabin-equipped camping reser- 
vation at Nobscot, located in Sud- 
bury and Framingham, for year- 
round use. 

The many men and women in 
Newton and Wellesley who devote 
much of their time to the Coun- 
cil’s work call themselves Scout- 
ers. They perform a wide variety 
of duties in cooperation with the 
Council officers, of whom F. Brit- 
tain Kennedy is President. The 
Council’s Scout Commissioner is 
Edward C. Michaud, and its 


Scout Executive is Robert E. 
Pettit. 

Scouting under the guidance 
of the Boy Scouts of America 
has been an American Institu- 
tion since 1910. In the early 
years, Scouting was a program 
for boys of 12 years of age and 
over. But for a number of years 
now, its program has been de- 
signed to meet the interests of 
boys from the ago of nine up 
to t he? time they become voting 
citizens. Throughout, the pro- 
gram aims at inculcating high 
ideals, giving opportunities for 
acquiring and practicing skills in 
many fields, and developing qual- 
ities of self-reliance and leader- 
ship. 

In Norumbega Council, Boy 
Scouting includes the three major 
divisions of the National program 
-Cub Scouting, Scouting, and 
i Senior Scouting. A boy at nine 
becomes eligible to be a Cub 
Scout, at 12 he can become a 
Scout, and as such ho is a mem- 
| ber of a Patrol within a Troop. 

I When he reaches 15 he can enter 
I Senior Scouting, remaining as a 
j member of a Troop, if he chooses, 

| or entering into the specialized 
activities of Air Scouting, Ex- 
plorer Scouting, or Sea Scouting. 

Of Norumbega Council’s five 
districts, four are in Newton, as 
follows: — Quinobequin (Newton 
Highlands, Upper and Lower 
Falls, Waban), of which Wilbur 
Bullen is District Commissioner; 
Sachem (Newton Centre, Oak 
Hill), James Blackall, District 
Commissioner; Squanto (New- 


ton, Newtonvilh, Nonantum), 
Walter Chase, District Commis- 
sioner; Viking, ( Auburndale, 
West Newton), Frank Dowcett, 
District Commissioner. The Wel- 
lesley District is named Maugus 
and Page Sanderson is its Dis- 
trict Commissioner. 

Scouting policy does not pro- 
vide military training, but suffi- 
cient drill in marching is neces- 
sary when parades are scheduled. 
The Scouting program is intended 
to supplement rather than dupli- 
cate the usual school recreation 
activities; therefore athletics are 
given a minor rather than a 
prominent part. Scoutcraft and 
a knowledge of nature are 
stressed in the program, with 
camping topping the list as best- 
loved by all the Scouts. 

Norumbega Council is fortunate 
in having its own reservation for 
camping— a privilege enjoyed by 
very few Councils in the United 
States. The Nobscot Reservation, 
located partly in Framingham 
and partly in Sudbury, consists 
of some 200 acres presented to 
Norumbega Council by friends of 
Scouting. It was dedicated Oc- 
tober 12, 1928, and a full-time 
Ranger is in charge. Cabins have 
been erected by 27 troops, usually 
with the whole-hearted assistance 
of Scout fathers. Several troops 
have raised sufficient funds to 
build their own cabins but at the 
moment are unable to secure 
building materials. Part of the 
reservation has been designated 
for outdoor camping with tents. 

It would be impossible for an 
individual Boy Scout to earn 
every one of the 113 merit badges 
listed, so great is the scope and 
variety of the knowledge and 
skills involved. To become an 


'Eagle Scout, the highest award 
| in Boy Scouting, the requirement 
is 21 Merit Badges. These usu- 
| ally Include proficiency in the 
, fields of Pioneering, Life Saving, 
Swimming, First Aid, Forestry, 
and Camping (at least 40 nights). 
1 Over 400 Newton boys have 
earned the rank of .Eagle Scout. 

At the outbreak of the war, 

' the late President Roosevelt 
early requested the drafting of 
the Boy Scouts of America for 
Emergency Service. More than 
200 members of Norumbega 
Council were among the first in 
i the nation to be sworn in for 
, Civilian Defense duty, the New- 
j ton boys being sworn in by the 
Mayor of Newton. T^ese Boy 
j Scouts were then trained for mes- 
senger and courier service; their 
duties were to carry messages at 
| the Newton Air Raid Control 
Center, to act as personal cour- 
i iers to Zone and Sector wardens, 
i and to cover the courier com- 
munication posts established in 
| the Newtons. The prime purpose 
was to condition and prepare the 
Boy Scouts, both as individuals 
and as troops, to effectively meet 
1 any emergency or disaster in co- 
i operation with the Red Cross, 
Office of Civilian Defense, Police 
; or Fire Departments. 

1 During the war the boys of 
! Norumbega Council originated 
i the V-Mail Scout plan whereby 
; they wrote to neighbors serving 
overseas, and for a considerable 
j period an average of 1000 letters 
h month were written by mem- 
! bers of Norumbega. This local 
project so impressed the Execu- 
j tives at National Headquarters 
i that it was adopted on a country- 
i wide basis. Countless Boy Scoutc 
I in America kept their friends 


overseas in close (ouch with 
home-front activities. 

A number of other war-time 
projects were executed by the 
local Boy Scouts: they distributed 
government posters in eo-opera- 
Jtion with the Red Cross. Dur- 
ing war bond drives they dis- 
tributed posters, ushered at ral- 
lies, served as messengers and 
•worked at headquarters. During 
the salvage campaigns they col 
lccted over 249,860 pound ol 
waste paper, also large quantities 
of rubber, metal, tin cans, grease; 
then milk weed pods for life jack-, 

, ets, hooks for military camp: 
clothing for the victory clothing 
drive, and canned food for 
UNRRA. # 

The General Eisenhower award 
was presented to 189 New ton Boy 
Scouts who each collected over 
100 pounds of scrap paper. Those 
who served during war bond 
drives received citations from the 
United States War Finance Divi- 
sion and the United States Treas- 
ury Department.

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Nutrition Center Checks Diets, 
Solves Eating Problems 


In case tho reader wishes lo 
find a nice .steak at the prewar 
price of 35c a pound, the New 
ton Nutrition Center is NOT the 
place to call. (We only wish 
we knew.) However, if you 
wish to know how to make one 
pound of ham burg satisfy four 
people, or what to use n place 
of meat, the Nutrition Center IS 
the place to call. 

Answering questions and giv- 
ing nutrition -ind budgeting ad 
vice in person or on he phone 
is, of course, just one part of 
the Nutrition Center’s program. 
But before discussing more of 


the program, let us till you 
about our organization and its 
development. 

The community nutrition pro- 
gram originated in Newton in 
1933 under the auspices of the 
Newton Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. At thil time 
the foundation of a nutrition 
program was established. In 
1935 the City Health Depart- 
ment, in cooperation wifh the 
Newton Community Chest, as- 
sumed tho responsibility for tho 
program realizing that it was a 
community service. The Health 
Department and Chest contrib- 


uted towards its financial sup ] 
port. Since there was only one 
nutritionist on the sta.f, the j 
scope of the program was necos 
sarily limited. Restricted serv 
ices were offered througn the 
Newton Health Department, 
Newton Hospital, Newton Dis- 
trict Nursing Association and 
the Family Service Bureau. 

Soon after the outbreak of the 
war, it became apparent that 
the program was not broad 
enough to reach all the areas 
in the community. Through tho 
Newton Community Council, a 
Nutrition Committee was ap- 
pointed to survey the needs of 
the community and to make 
recommendations for revision 
and expansion of the work The 
community was fortunate when

Dr. Frederick Stare of Waban, 
accepted the appointment as 
chairman.

The Newton Nutrition Com 
mittee held several meetings 
throughout a period of some 
months and consulted wMh the 
agencies in Newton in' crested 
in various phases of nutrition 
The essence of these disejssions 
was that the agencies already 
being served could effectively 
use considerable more >f the 
nutritionist’s time and that 
other organizations were desi 
rous of having this service made 
available to them and integrated 
with their own programs. These 
recommendations were approved 
by the Newton Community 
Council in May, 1944. The ex 
panded program required an in- 
creased budget. This was made 
possible by additional funds ap 
propriated by the Newton Com 


munity Chest and the Newton 
Chapter of tho American Red i 
Cross and continuing interest of j 
the Newton Health Dept. 

attention has hern focused in] 
recent years on the important 
role of nutrition in the fields of 
preventive medicine, •urative 1 
medicine, and the broad field of 
public health. Federal, state, 
and municipal governments are 
I sponsoring extensive programs 
in nutrition education. 

During 1947, the three agen- 
cies the Health Department, 
the Red Cross and Con. munity 
i Chest will be sharing equally 
I he expenses of the Center. The 
; Newton Tuberculosis and Health 
Association is providing office 
space in West Newton for the 
YVhat. 

The sponsoring agon ie S are 
backing the Nutrition Center’s 
program because of the need in 
the community. In the last few 
years, extensive studies nave in- 
dicated that a considerable por 
tion of the population of the 
United States consumes a diet 
I which is not as good with re 
Aspect to several essential nutri 
ents as most nutritionists rec 
1 ommend. A large study con- 


ducted by the Bureau of Horrn 
Economics of the United ? fates 
Department of Agriculture re 
vealed that 40 per cent of the 
families failed to receive what 
could be called a "fair" diet, and 
over three-fourths were not get 
ting a "good” diet. A startling 
figure was also reported at the 
time of induction for military 
service about, one man in seven 
was disqualified because of con- 
dition'- related to poor n itrition. 

Perhaps the most important 
practical observations of recent 
years regarding nutriton are 
those which have shown that 
women who have eaten a poor diet 
during pregnancy suffe- more 
complications and their i nfants 
are of poorer physical develop 
ment at birth. 

Other workers have shown 
that an increased intake of milk, 
fruits, and vegetables in the 
dietaries of children is followed 
by a great reduction in ‘he oc 
currence and severity of dental 
decay. 

Studies in industry have 
shown that the diets of . great 
many industrial workers are he 
low "standard'' and are nor 
proper for health an efficiency 


Although Newton residents may 
wonder if these average find 
ings for the United Stares ap 
ply to this particular common 
ity, it is important to realize 
that adequate income Is no in 
dication that, the family is well 
nourished. Poor food habits, in 
difference, and improper prepar 
ation of foods, resulting .n loss 
of important, food constituents, 
are major problems whi :h may 
easily result In a poor nutri 
tional status. 

The Nutrition Cpmmi**ee try- 
to reach every age group in 
N( toi Bt cause th< ea 
mation of good food habus is so 
important, a large portion of tb<- 
nutritionlsts’ time is spent with 
children. The District Nurses 
Well Baby Conferences provide 
an excellent opportunity for the 
nutritionist to help mothers 
when "Johnny won’t eat 

When children from 2 to 5 
years of age attend tne Pn 
School Conference at C:*v Hall, 
the Nutritionist is there to 
check diets and help straighten 
out eating •problems. 

When school children plan a 
party for their parent* and 
want help with the me i j and 


quantities of food needed, they 
may consult a nutritionist. 
Teachers in need of materials 
and ri fei • net - : a> also rail a 
nutritionist for consultation. 
Girl and Boy Scout Leaders may 
have a Nutritionist talk to their 
troops and help plan badge 
work. 

Adults are reached net only 
as parents in clinics and schools 
but. also in groups and as indi- 
viduals. The City Welfare De- 
partment and the Family Serv* 
ice Bureau consult a Nutrition 
ist upon special cases The Nu 
trlfion.v -alk to clubs ind or 
ganizations and give demonstra 
tions and riasse* foods and 
nutri* on. Three of the Indus- 
trie- j n Newton and all the sub- 
urban ra.lroad stations have a 
monthly nutrition poster service. 
Food and nutrition information 
appears regularly in the papers.

6.O.P. Landslide 

Obviously the voter* In our 
forty-eight state* had “Had 
Enough” and they followed the 
oft-repeated suggestion of vot- 
ing Republican. The extent and 
the magnitude of the nation- 
wide sweep, however, are a bit 
staggering. Very few trained 
observers envisioned a drastic 
overturn in the U. S. Senate, 
where the Republican party was 
favored to work a miracle in or- 
der to gain control. The G.O.P. 
now has 51 seats as against 42 
for the Democrats, with three 
seats not yet accounted for. Al- 
ready there is talk of Taft of 
Ohio as the leader in the upper 
branch. 

In the House of Representa- 
tives the G.O.P. picked up 29 
more seats than we be necessary. 
As this column is being written, 
the G.O.P. has 247 seats and the 
Democrats have only 185. Three 
contests are not yet decided. 

Congressman Joseph W. Mar- 
tin of No. Attleboro will be the 
next Speaker of the House. He 
has dreamed . about this great 
honor for many years. What a 
cruel blow fate would have dealt 
•Martin had the Sharp lady from 
Wellesley defeated him. 

Once again the Republicans 
will have a clear majority of all 
Governors in the country. With 
one contest still in doubt, the 
G.O.P. has 25 to 22 for the Dem- 
ocrats. 

Frankly, I doubt if one Repub- 
lican in a thousand dared to hope 
for such an overwhelming vic- 
tory. This victory, however, 
must be taken in the spirit of 
a command from ALL voters, 
Republicans, Democrats and In- 
dependents, to turn back our 
government to the people, in 
state as well as in the nation. 
The people are sick and tired of 
constant crises and emergencies, 
just as they are sick and tired 
of regimentation, shortages and 
constant confusion, muddling, 
waste and extravagance. What 
must our returning veterans 
think of the terrible mess in 
which their country has been 
wallowing for over a year since 
V-J Day. To these men in par- 
ticular the Republican party is 
obligated most heavily. Veter- 
ans’ housing should be the first 
order of business in 1947, when 
the newly elected Congress gets 
down to work. The nexj order 
of business might well be the 
attempted solution of labor-man- 
agement problems, followed by 
an earnest attempt to balance 
the budget.

The heavy and rather 
unexpected margin of votes sop 
arating Messrs. Bradford and 
Lodge from Governor Tobin and 
Senator Walsh are the result of 
a huge protest vote all over the 
state. Let’s be honest about 
the matter. Thousands of votes 
were cast AGAINST Messrs., To- 
bin and Walsh, and especially 
Governor Tobin. I have every 
reason to believe that Lt. -Gov- 
ernor Bradford himself would be 
the first man to admit that. In

! parents gave him. 

1 The triumph of Cook, who ap- 
pears to be the official Secretary 
of State for as long as he lives 
and the handsome victory of 
Barnes over the noisy and un- 
stable Frankie Kelly are also 
significant results. Especially 
significant is the passage of the 
Barnes referendum, despite a 
barrel of money spent by labor 
leaders to defeat it. My hat is 
off to Clarence A. Barnes, a man 
of unusual courage for a public 
servant. 

Heiier, Whitney and Lee 

My hearty congratulations to 
Congressman Herter, who sur- 
vived a nasty radio campaign 
against him, to Governor’s Coun- 
cillor Whitney of Concord, who 
ran ahead of both Coolidge and 
Wood in Newton and who almost 
equalled Lee’s vote for the State 
Senate, and to Senator-elect Lee, 
another man who “has what it 
takes.” Three high-grade men 
placed in three important posi- 
tions. Watch the progress of all 
three in years to come. 

Lower House 

Congratulations also to Rep. 
Margaret Spear and Rep.-elect 
Whitmore, who polished off the 
Democrat who did not see fit to 
conduct his campaign AS A 
DEMOCRAT and who also tried 
to use the G.O.P. slogan.

It was emphasized however, 
that this can be done successfully 
only by non-political conciliating 
or arbitrating boards which are 
fair and honest to both sides and 
in which both have friendly con- 
fidence. The opinion was strongly 
expressed that both management 
and labor need and would wel- 
come boards of such nature to 
which It could turn for advice and 
relipf.

AFTER MIDNIGHT

The election returns are all In, Ol’ Doc Marcoux was unani- 
mously elected president of the Newton Kiwanls Club, too, and the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce turned its big guns on Commun- 
ism this week. Phil Carter, the Graphic’s political commentator, 
called the turn on the general political outcome, also. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce, according to Secretary Rupert Tnompson, is 1 
campaigning, so's to combat current "Communist infiltration in 
the United States," and city employees, in almost every branch 
of the city's service, are also campaigning for a slight increase in 
the weekly pay envelope, it is hoped, will enable them to keep 
abreast of the increased costs ot living. 

WAGE INCREASES . . . 

Concerning the request of Newton’s Are, police and other 
departments for a raise in pay, member# of various branches of 
the Garden City’s service units have informed this pillar that 
their "take home pay” after deductions for taxes, contributory 
pensions, etc., is somewhere in the vicinity of the thirty dollar 
bracket, per week. This sum, they continue, does not allow for | 
the maintenance of a family. 

The writer meets a more or less representative group of city 
employees nightly, firemen answering alarms, police patrolling 
the city and members of the city's emergency highway and water 
departments, are but a few. They all tell pretty much the same 
story. Attempting to exist, feed, clothe and provide shelter for 
their families, many of them are admitting that, for the first time 
in their lives, they are "falling behind." Owing an increasing 
number of debts, they tell you that they’re utterly unable to 
"catch up." 

The great majority of Newton’s employees have been loyal 
to the city during the past five years. They’ve remained on com- 
paratively low paying jobs while others, less loyal, left to earn 
the higher wages of the cost-plus war plants. It now begins to 
appear, as Mayor Goddard said two weeks ago, that something 
will have to be done for Newton’s city employees if they’re to 
keep abreast of the tide during this post war period of inflation, 
Increased cost of living and uncertainty. 

NEWTON’S TWO SENIOR DOCTORS . . . 

A couple of weeks ago, it was this departments good fortune 
to be chosen as the one to trail an old friend, Dr. Thomas Morton 
Gallagher, to his home, so’s to catch up with the facts concerning 
the discovery of ether. It was during that visit, too, the writer 
learned, for the first time, that Dr. Gallagher was named after | 
the famous Dr. Morton, who discovered ether and that he had 
studied medicine at Dr. Morton’s request. Since then, however, i 
talking with Tim Riley, the Corner cop, we've also discovered that 
fifty-one male children have been mimed after Dr. Gallagher! 

The other midnight, riding with "Doc,’’ as he’s known af 
fectionately hereabouts since long before most of us began clut- j 
fering up the city, he said: "Sure, about fifty-one kids were named 
after me — including three generations in one family" . . .

Charles A. Davenport, though, he insisted, was Newton's senior 
doctor. Both of them were athletes at Harvard, he continued, 
and that’s why, plus taking care of themselves through the years, 
they’re "always available."

Dr. Davenport has been "available" to the people of Newton 
for the past fifty-one years. He was a champion miler on thr> 
Harvard track during his college days and played varsity foot- 
ball there, when a gent just had to be rugged— or else. He’s been 
a member of the Newton Hospital staff since long before we 
began to remember and, among other things, has presided at 
more than 3,000 births! 

Incidentally, Dr. Gallagher also played football with the All 
American B.A.A. Champs. He was a bicycle racer, too, and was 
offered a baseball contract by the old New York Americans. 

Fifty-one years ago, in 1895, Dr. Charles A. Davenport began 
healing Newton’s ailing and in the year 1898, forty-eight years 
ago, Dr. Thomas Morton Gallagher settled here, so's to do like- 
wise. Newton’s two senior doctors . . .

Dr. Truman B. Douglass of 
Now York City, Executive Vice 
i President of The Board of Home 
Missions of the Congregational 
j Christian Churches will speak at 
Central Congregational Church 
in Newton vi lie on Thursday, No- 
vember 14, at 8:00 p. m., on "The 
Christian Witness in America. 

In this important national de- 
nominational post, Dr. Douglass 
is responsible for leadership in 
the total sphere of activities 
under Tffb Board of Home Mis- 
sions which includes the conti- 
nental United States, Puerto 
Rico, Alaska and Hawaii, with 
total administrative and field 
budgets of about $1,591,160. The 
total assest, including invested 
funds, of The Board of Home 
Missions are 527.474,552. 

One of the younger church 
statesmen with a pioneering 
vision, Dr. Douglass is prominent 
in national denominational and 
interdenominational circles and 
Is active in all efforts to make 
the church a leader in the solu- 
tion of social, economic and ra- 
cial problems. 

Dr. Douglass Is a member of 
three Federal Council commit- 
tees — the Committee of the De- 
partment of Research and Edu- 
cation, the Commission on Plan- 
ning and Adjustment of Local 
Inter-Church Relations, and the 
Radio Commission. He is also a 
member of the Board of Trustees 
of the Evangelical Seminary of 
Puerto Rico, LeMoyno College, 
Tillotson College and Drury Col- 
lege. 

Ill the fall of 1945, Dr Doug- 
lass was one of a deputation of 
seven. American Congregational- 
ists who made a trip to Great 
Britlan at the invitation of the 
Congregational Union ol Eng- 
land and Wales. The primary pur 
pose of the visit was the resump- 
tion of active fellowship, but 
while ‘J^re the deputation sur- 
veyed the destruction from bomb- 
ings and made plans for the ex- 
change of ministers, theological 
students and seminary profes- 
sors when transportation diffi- 
culties are relaxed. "Wartime suf- 
ferings, losses and destruction 
have. brought increased strength 
and a clearer sense of mission 
to the Protestant churches of 
Great Britlan,” says Dr. Doug- 
lass. 

In Its "modern pioneering" pro- 
gram, The Board of Home Mis- 
sions under Dr. Douglass’ leader- 
ship has done remarkable work 
in the field of race relations: in 
radio; in its aid to State Con- 
ferences in organizing new 
churches in residential communi- 
ties that have grown up in re- 
cent years, and in its plans for 
work on college campuses and 
among returning service men 
and women. 

A son of Iowa, Dr. Douglas is 
an alumnus of Pomona College 
and Union Theological Seminary. 
He came to his present post from 
the pastorate of Pilgrim Congre 
gational Church in St Louis, 
Missouri. Other pastorates in- 
cluded Upper Montclair, New 
Jersey, and Pomona, California.

In a fine old barn in Newton- 
ville a transformation is taking 
place. Dark and dusty walls have 
been freshened with paint the 
color of old-fashioned neavy 
cream, and careful craftsmen are 
putting on final decorative 
touches.

Maintaining Americanism 

Kven though Americans quite uniformly view private enter- 
prise as an essential, all the world does not see precisely eye to 
eye with us on our form of life. Representatives of other gov- 
ernments. largely European, think in terms of "national economic 
planning’’ — which i« not surprising because through many cen- 
turies things have been done for their citizens without much 
consultation as to their wishes, or through the direction of elected 
representatives. 

Fundamentally our forefathers and hordes of our immigrants # 
came to America to avoid paternalism, which grew so frequently 
into some form of oligarchy, fascism or communism. Switzer- 
land has remained the most freely ruled land of Europe, yet 
the duties of. or demands upon, the Swiss citizen are severe as 
compared to those here. 

Let us not he surprised that foreign delegates show little j 
friendliness toward free enterprise at times. Even the English, 
while they have fewer labor laws than this country, and no | 
closed shops, are trying the great experiment of socialistic oper- 
ation of various branches of national life such as banking and 
transportation. 

Our own wise George Washington in opposing foreign alli- 
ances knew the human weaknesses of men at large, when exposed 
in free intercourse with others, and realized that when Americans 
mingled with influential Europeans some Americans would accord 
too much courteous consideration to inherent, old-world thinking 
and habits. 

Such mingling accounts for the generally disapproved ideas 
of some men like Henry Wallace. When quitting isolation we 
need strong, virile American? as our contacts in maintaining the 
bulwark of American principles. We must face the old world 
an<* strive to maintain and merit our position of world lead- 
ership.

Election Aitermath 

— 0 -- 

It may be some little time yet 
before many of us will be able to 
determine just what the effect of 
the recent elections will be in 
state and nation. There is also to 
be considered the impact of the 
elections on our friends abroad. 
Let's take this up first. 

It is now obvious that our form 
of government and the general ef- 
fect which an election has on it is 
very little understood in Europe, 
or anywhere else for that matter. 
Our Engilsh cousins probably ap- 
preciate better than anybody else 
just what happens when our gov- 
ernment is apparently disrupted 
by a decisive election. On the 
other hand, the Russians are pre- 
sumably more puzzled than the 
citizens of any other country. 
That is most unfortunate. We 
have enough trouble under the 
most favorable circumstances in 
getting along peacefully with the 
the Soviet Union. This is un- 
doubtedly the reason why both 
the President and Mr. Byrnes 
have made a point of reassuring 
all our friends and allies, as well 
as citizens of other countries, 
and making it crystal clear that 
our foreign policy will continue, 
as always, non-partisan. All 
thinking citizens in this country 
appreciate what a tremendous 
shock ft would be to the United 
Nations and to the cause of world 
peace if our foreign policy should 
suddenly shift and become parti- 
san. We can only hope and pray 
that our Russian allies and all the 
reft will take the sincere assur- 
ances of our leading statesmen at 
face value. 

A brief look now at the national : 
picture. I stated last week that 
I would comment on Senator Ful- 
bright’s rather startling sugges- 
tion that Mr. Truman should re- ( 
sign, after making a change in 
the Secret ary of State portfolio. 
Senator Arthur \ andenburg of 
Michigan, who has collaborated 
so successfully with Senator Con- 
nolly and President Truman for a 
long time, was the man mentioned , 
by the Western Senator as the 
new Secretary of State. Mr. Tru- | 
man’s resignation would then ele- [ 
vate Senator Vandenberg to the 
i Presidency. 

Well, to be frank, the idea never 
appealed to your columnist, even 
j tho’ lawyers may report that it 
| is perfect constitutional. My feel- 
j ing is that Mr. Truman, especially 
after his statement on Armistice 
i Day. may be counted on to com- 
mence forthwith to act as Presi- 
dent of the whole United States 
and not as a stooge for labor lead- 
ers, wildly-radical Democrats and

incidentally, took as awful beat- 
ing, by and large, on November 
5. I have faith that Mr. Truman 
will rise to the current emergency 
and give to the G.O.P. -controlled 
Congress precisely the same 
amount of cooperation which 
Congress extends to him. There 
is no reason, from my point of 
view, why the President should 
be expected to do more than his 
fair share. If the Republicans 
start running wild and abuse 
their new power, they can expect 
to have some little difficulty with 
the occupant of the White House. 
If co-operation becomes a fifty- 
fifty proposition, all will be well. 

Now, what is wrong with Sena- 
tor Fuibright’s scheme? In addi- 
tion to what has been said above, 
it seems to me that the voters of 
BOTH parties might object if 
President Truman should so man- 
ipulate affairs ih Washington 
that he would be in a position to 
tell us all who would run the 
United States for the next two 
years. 

Consider the Michigan Senator 
for a moment. He has been a po- 
tential candidate for the Presi- 
dency at least two, if not three 
times, during recent years. Never 
has he been nominated, altho’ po- 
litical experts have always stated 
that he was practically offered 
the Vice-Presidential nomination 
at least once. He apparently-*de- 
dined to ’ accept second place. 
Furthermore, it is only within a 
very few years that he has be- 
come known as an international- 
ist. People used to talk about 
him the way they did about Gov- 
ernor Dewey of New York, whose 
views on foreign affairs were 
practically unknown until he 
emerged as the G.O.P. candidate 
for President in the summer of 
1944. Add to that the fact that 
Senator Vandenberg is hardly a 
spring-chicken. It is difficult to 
imagine the Republicans nominat- 
ing a man of his age in 1948, es- 
pecially when we consider the 
fact that all our world war two 
veterans will be back and voting 
by that time. Will not these men 
prefer a Stassen, a Saltonstall or 
a Lodge, all of whom are veterans 
of a world war? And if that will 
be the situation in 1948, what 
would be the sense in giving the 
Michigan Senator a running 
start now for the all-important 
nomination. No; it doesn't make 
sense to me.

Massachusetts Situation 

We have somewhat the same 
situation in this state that we 
have in the country as a whole. 
By that I mean that the Republi- 
can party must he extremely 
careful not to go off half-cocked 
and turn the entire state govern- 
ment upside-down and attempt to 
pass all sorts of legislation which 
it would not dare to pass if Gov- 
ernor Tobin was still sitting in 
the Executive Chamber. After all, 
there are many who believe, (a-nd 
your columnist is one of them) 
that this election was not essen- 
tially a G.O.P. sweep. Cold sta- 
that this election was not essen- 
tistics will probably prove that 
point later on. It was the savage 
about-face of the independent vot- 
ers who had helped put Governor 
Tobin in office, plus the sit-down 
strike of thousands or Democrats 
all over the state, which played 
such a big part in the Republican 
sweep. Let us remember that. 
It is of vital importance. One 
reason why I speak so strongly is 
this: independent newspaper edi- 
tors who frankly rejoice at Gov- 
ernor Tobin’s defeat are appren- 
sive lest the G.O.P. become once 
again the party of reaction. That, 
of course, is true of the nation as 
well as of the state. 

Next week I shall consider, 
among other important matters, 
the present standing of at least 
eight Republican candidates f«r 
the Presidency in 1948.

Navy to Hold 
Examination for 
OCT Program 

— o — 

The Navy announced today 
that the first nation-wide com- 
petitive examination for its Of- 
ficer College Training Program 
has been scheduled for January 
18, 1947, and will be open to high 
school seniors or graduates with- 
in the age requirements. Success- 
ful candidates will be given a 
four-year college education at 
government expense and will be 
commissioned officers or the 
Regular Navy or Marine Corps, 
or of the Reserve, upon grad- 
uation. Application rorms must 
be forwarded in time for receipt 
by December 17. 

Students selected by these 
competitive examinations will be 
offered entrance in either the 
Naval Reserve Officers Training 
Corps (NROTC) or thf. Naval 
Aviation College Program 
(NACP). Those selecting the for- 
mer program will attend one of 
the 52 colleges or universities 
having NROTC units where they 
will receive from the government 
the cost of their tuition, books, 
and normal fees and $50.00 a 
month for the four-year period 
of education. Upon graduation, 
they may be commissioned in the 
Regular Navy and will be re- 
quired to serve two years on ac- 
tive duty if commissioned. Upon 
completion of these two years, 
they may apply for a permanent 
commission in the Regular Serv- 
ice or transfer to the Reserve and 
return to civilian life. 

Those selecting the Naval Avia- 
tion College Program may go* to 
any accredited university, college 
or junior college of their choice, 
providing they are accepted for 
entrance, and receive the same 
government benefits. After two 
years of study they will enter a 
two-year program of flight train- 
ing and flight duty as midship- 
men, after which they will be 
commissioned as officers and 
serve a year on flight duty. Upon 
completion of this duty, they are 
eligible for a permanent commis- 
sion in the Regular Navy or 
Marine Corps and, if accepted, 
will be sent to a designated 
school for two years of further 
professional education with 
active duty pay. If they do not 
wish to remain in the Regular 
Service, they will be given Re- 
serve commissions and released 
to inactive duty and pro\lded an 
opportunity to return to college 
for two more years with tuition, 
books, and fees and $100 a month 
furnished by the Navy so that 
they may complete their college 
education. 

Mr. Raymond A. Green, Princi- 
pal of Newton High School, is act- 
ing as the Navy’s local civilian 
representative, and will be pleas- 
ed to provide specific informa- 
tion about this program includ- 
ing the place of the competitive 
examination, application forms, 
and necessary age and scholastic 
qualifications.

Dining With Jane and Bill 


Hill — Jane, did you see the poster in the railroad station 
today? 

Jane — What poster, dear? 

Bill — The one about “Use Potato Week.” It said the quan- 
tity was huge and the quality high. I think I’ll buy a 100 pound 
bag on my way home from work tomorrow. 

Jane — But. Bill, what on earth will we do with 100 pounds 
of potatoes? 

Bill — Let’s see. How many pounds do we use in a week? 

Jane — -About 10 or 12, I* think. 

Bill Well, then 100 pounds should last, us about two 
months. These late potatoes are good keepers so we can store 
tlie extra supply in the basement. 

Jane — That’s a wonderful . idea, but is our basement the 
right temperature? It should be between 40 to 50 degrees F. 
to keep them from sprouting. 

Bill — I think it is, but I’ll put a thermometer in the base- 
ment tonight to make sure. 

Jane — Remember to buy the graded U. S. No. 1. They keep 
best because they are free from decay and other defects that 
hasten spoilage. 

Note — The ideal temperature for long storage of potatoes 
is cool but not cold — about 40 to 50 degrees F. which is well 
above' freezing. Stored below 40 degrees F. potatoes take 
on a sweetish taste because some of their starch turns to sugar. 
This is why potatoes kept on an outdoor porch, even when pro- 
tected from freezing, may have a sweet flavor. If potatoes must 
he kept in a cold place, they should be brought into a warmer 
temperature for a week or 10 days before cooking so that their 
flavor will he restored.

Property destroyed by fires caused through spontaneous igni- 
tion rank high as a cause for fires. Many fires reported as "origin 
unknown" actually were ignited spontaneously. 

Certain materials because of their afTinity for oxygen are 
particularly susceptible. Oily rags and other materials that have 
been saturated with such oils as fish oil, linseed, soybean or 
cottonseed oil are dangerous. A large number of other vegetable 
and animal oils also have a tendency to oxidize rapidly under the 
right conditions. 

Spontaneous ignition Is not confined to certain types of oil 
alone. Lime when wet will generate enough heat to ignite wood. 
Recently we had a bad house fire from this very cause. Had the 
bag of lime been stored away from the house the fire would not

Those that you have to keep should be 
kept in a metal receptacle with the cover closed. This limits the 
amount of oxygen that the oils can absorb and therefore retards 
their generating heat.. Oily dust in the vacuum cleaner should 
also be disposed outside of the building into a metal container. 

These seem like small items, possibly because you have been 
lucky, but even luck runs out. 

We here in Newton should give this serious thought in view 
of the shortage of homes and the difficulty to replace or repair 
them. Make your home safe from fires of this origin by dispos- 
ing of all oily rags outside of the building now and as you finish 
with them.

It is inevitable that if Newton 
and Wellesley people wish their 
hospital to serve them adequate- 
ly, they must, through their 
Community Chests, provide larg- 
er amounts than have been re- 
ceived in the past to meet an- 
nual deficits. 

In general all hospitals are con- 
fronted by problems similar to 
those being experienced by New- 
ton-Wellesley Hospital. Some 
have found it imperative to close 
sections of their hospitals. 

In the light of our current fi- 
nancial problems of operation, 
the hospital’s program of replace- 
ment and enlargement takes on 
added significance. Not only will 
its completion enable the hospi- 
tal to care for many Newton and 
Wellesley people whose admis-

Local businessmen, owning cars for the first time, did weird 
things to their horseless carriages, too. in the olden, 'golden days 
. . . James Reltsma, owner of the Manhattan Market on Centre 
street inow a delicatessen),, put five gallons of gasoline In his new 
car one day and then deciding a bit of economy was in order 
poured five more gallons of water into the gasoline tank. His car 
stalled somewhere along the road to Cape Cod and it required 
much labor on the part of Boston “mechanics” of that day, to find 
water in the carburetor had caused Reitsma’s grief . . . Walter 
Hayden, owner of a restaurant on Centre street (now George'.s 
Cafe i, had a heavy big car of forgotten manufacture, and men 
tioning that he thought it wasn't running as well as usual, was 
advised by a friend to put a little mothball in the radiator. Hay 
den did so, and after a trial spin, declared the car never ran 
better! . . . The night man in Dewires' Garage, now the Newton 
Buick Company and operated still by the Dewire brothers, kept 
his tires only half inflated, insisting they lasted longer that way 
and gave him a better ride.

Washington street (now operated by another owner under 
the name of "Hudson's"* Arthur Perotti's. a fruit, soda and candy 
store, plus being a waiting station for the old Middlesex and 
Boston trolleys (now occupied by Fruitland and Fanny Farmer’s*. 
Bill Sweeney's Restaurant (the Waldorf now . The Post Office 
(now Woolworth's 5 and 10 Cent Storr*. and J. J. Delaney’s Real 
Estate Office (now a beauty parlor*. G. P. Atkins' and Franklin’s 
grocery stores and Atwood & Irving's Market have long since 
given way to newcomers, too. The list of all that have passed is 
long and to manv here a sad one.

Judging from a survey recently made by the I."* Angeles 
Merchant* and Manufacturers Association, t. - American public 
has a great deal to learn about merchandise. The survey revealed 
that most of the people queried were under the impression that 
more than half of the customer's dollar went for net profit to 
the lucky storekeeper. 

That, as the saying goes, would be nice work if you could 
get it. However, the merchant is far from being in the golden 
position a misinformed public thinks he is. On the average, 
something less than five per cent of the customer's dollar rep- 
resent® net to the store. And in some staple lines, such as foods, 
where there are no style trends and obsolescence problems to 
add to the cost of operation, the net is often lcs-. 

Such figures indicate the injustice that is done when buyers’ 
strikes and other consumer rebellions are directed at the store- 
keeper. It’s all very well to protest at eightv-cents-a-pound 
meat and dollar-a-pound butter if you're so disposed— but place 
the blame where it belongs. Today's prices are simply the direct 
Ami inevitable reflection >>i today's governmental, industrial. 
Agricultural and general business costs, and they can't go down 
Appreciably unless those costs go down, which include labor 
And taxes.

I spend on my family and myself 
for PLEASURE in the course of 
a year, can I HONESTLY say 
that I have done my best?

Street Department - Traffic 
lights, additional, $1500. snow 
and ice removal. $20,000; office 
expenses, $1000; Wallace street 
and Winchester street, Ward 5, 
sewer additional, $6500; Oakdale 
road, Parker street, Dedham 
street, sewer additional, $2100; 
Wade street, Ward 5, sewer ad- 
ditional $1700; East Boulevard 
road, Ward 6, street, additional, 
$250, and Gambler street, Ward 
4 and Waban avenue Ward 5, 
streets, additional, $450. 

Water Department — Water 
mains, West Pine street, Ward 4, 
$575; services additional. $4500, 
and water main, Longfellow 
load, Ward 5, additional $3120. 

Chairman Fred C. Alexander of 
the Public Works Committee re- 
ported that a project to construct 
a water main on Russell road, 
Ward 3, at a cost of $3,780 had 
been held in committee pending 
the arranging of a bond issue 
of $50,000 for the Water Depart- 
ment. The bond issue has been 
approved by the Board of Aider- 
men. 

The Board also approved an 
appropriation of $18,600 for Pub- 
lic Welfare, old age assistance; 
$8,000 for aid to dependant 
children; $400 for additional of- 
fice expenses in the Accounting 
Department and $50 for addition-' 
al office expenses in the Engin- 
eering Department. 

Following a report by Aider- 
man Theodore A. Lockwood, 
chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Board voted to give 


the Treasury Department author- 
ity to purchase $100,000 worth of 
U. S. Treasury Bonds for the 
Hoarcc Cousens Industrial Fund. 

The sum of $250 was appro- 
priated from the Engineering De- 
partment for autc\ maintenance. 
Held in committee was a bill of 
$105 from Dr. Hermon Norton to 
the Veteran’s Service Depart- 
ment for services rendered. 

It was voted by the Board to 
levy a charge of $10 on con- 
tractors who accept bid books 
from City Departments, this 
amount to be refunded when the 
books are returned.

First production models of the 
new household Precipitron, the 
electrostatic air cleaner designed 
as an antidote for the house- 
wife's daily dusting drudgery, 
today moved off the assembly 
line of the B. F. Sturtcvant Com- 
pany Division of Westinghouse 
Electric. 

Described as one of the first 
scientific "wonders" ready for 
tho postwar home, the device re- 
moves 85 to 90 per cent of all 
dust In the circulating air stream 
in homes as large as eight rooms, 
it was reported by Walter Good- 
win, manager of the Precipitron 
department. It is even effective, 
he said, against tobacco smoke, 
whoso particles are as small as 
1/250,000 of an Inch in diameter. 

The Precipitron was developed 
before tho war in the Westing- 
house Research Laboratories by 
Gaylord W. Penney, but until 
now mass production units have 
been made only for factories, 
stores, laboratories and Army 
and Navy installations where 
clean air is essential, he related.

C.S.B.. of Brookline, de- 
livered a lecture Monday eve- 
ning. November 38th. Mrs. Nor- 
wood was introduced by Mrs. 
Ernestine M. Kyle, Second Head- 
er. who said: 

Friends: 

On behalf of First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, of Newton, I 
extend to you all a most cordial 
welcome. 

There is a message in Christian , 
Science for every individual. 
There is not a human need in the 
consciousness of mankind but can 
be met and satisfied through a 
correct understanding of God. as 
revealed in Christian Science* 
and of His law of love and health 
for His own creation man. All 
may hear and understand this 
message, for it comes to you from 
the heart of Love: the Love 
which is God. 

Our lecturer this evening is a 
member of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of The Mother Church. The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
in Boston. Mass. She is well quali- 
fied to speak to you on the sub- 
ject: “Christian Science: The Re- 
ligion of Love Which Heals." 

It is my happy privilege to in- 
troduce to you Mrs. Elizabeth F. 
Norwood, of Brookline, Massa- 
chusetts. 

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

Christian Science is metaphysics 
above the physical realm, beyond 
the range of material vision. Chris- 
tian Science is divine revelation and 
is spiritually discerned. This, how- 
ever. does not make it difficult for 
one to understand Christian Sci- 
ence; for. being Science, it Is 
logical, and that which is logical is 
easily understood when earnestly- 
approached with an open, unbiased 
mind.

Sometimes we find a person who 
considers himself an atheist, that is. 
one who disbelieves In the existence 
of a God. or a Supreme Being. But 
truly there is no such person as an 
atheist: for any thinking person 
knows that he is not self-created, 
that he does not govern the universe 
or control events. He knows that 
there is something outside of hlm- 
s ;lf. above, beyond himself, which is 
in control. He may call that some- 
th.:;? power, force, or some Other 
name, but that something is his 
c 

In Christian Science God. who is 
iat is, without 
a material body. If God. Love, were 
corporeal, somehow, somewhere, 
sometime, someone would have seen 
God. But in Exodus <33:20i it is 
recorded that God says, "Thou can. t 
not see my face: for there shall no 
man see me and live." Although 
Love cannot be seen by the material 
senses, the presence of Love is men- 
tally realized.

Soul is Love, and be- 
cause Love Is easily understood, 
Soul Is easily understood. 

Principle is another name for God.

To really under- 
stand the infinitude, the supremacy, 
of Life means victory over death. 
"Life demonstrates Life we read In 
tlie Christian Science tex book <p. 
306 ». 

God also Is Truth. a'.w.»ys highest 
In authority, always operating, ever 
present. The very misMcn of Truth 
is to destroy error, winch, because 
of the Infinitude of Truth, must be 
unreal. 

We have found that there is but 
one God. by whatev r name He may 
be called. Let us .-top for a moment 
and realize the wonders this great 
fact demonstrates. The understand- 
ing that there Ls but one Mind 
means no controversy, n ’ quarrel- 
ing. no disputes in the home. :n the 
office. In social, pc'. Meal, bus:’.’.?-.' 
or church affairs. The ivaav.uon 
that there Is but one Lite moat:.' 
spiritual existence only. L fe never 
interrupted by death. The uu.Jc:- 
standing that there is but one Tru : 
means no misconception of God < r 
of man. of substance or law. employ- 
ment or supply. The result oi 
knowing that there is but one Love 
is happiness for nil. One infinite 
Love means no envy, no Jealousv. 
no sense of personal possession, no 
slights, no unkindness, no fear, tor 
Love never faileth. 

We have still more to learn about 
God in Christian Science. He is 
self-existent God exists because of 
Himself: man exists because of 
God. God is individual, all-inclusive, 
the renter ancf circumference of 
mans being. God is the only cre- 
ator; He is our Shepherd, and as 
Mrs. Eddy declares in "Miscella- 
neous Writings" *p. 150 ». "He 

guards, guides, feeds, and folds the 
,-heep of Ilis pasture: and their ears 
are attuned to His call." 

God is our Minister, ministering 
to our every need; God is the great 
Physician, "who forgiveth all thine 
iniquities: who healeth all thy dis- 
easf P- 103:3).

hood. healed a little boy, about 
three yc?r.s old. of grief. The mother 
of this little b y had passed on. and 
from the moment the child knew 
abcut i: he had cried night and day. 
until the physician who attended 
the family— no one in the household 
was a Chri. uan Sclent ist— despaired 
of the child's welfare. However, a 
neighbor told the little one's father 
that she had heard thru Christian 
Science was a -cry helpiul religion, 
and perhaps if he should take his 
child to a Christian Science Sunday 
School it might help him.

In 8 c le lire and Health <p. 333' ivx 1 
read, Christ expresses God’s spirit- 
ual. eternal nature." Surely Christ 
Jesus exemplified the divine nature, 
ut all times and under all circum- 
stances. Even on the cross, he had 
compassion for Ills mother, heating 
for th«' thief crucified beside him. 
and forgiveness for hLs enemies. In 
the Christian Science textbook It is 
written *p. 26'. "His mission was to 
reveal the Science of celestial being, 
to prove what God Is and what He 
does for man.” 

The Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science 

Before hLs crucifixion and ascen- 
sion. the Master said to his disciples, 
"And I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comforter 
that he may abide with you for ever; 
... I will not leave you comfort- 
less: I will come to you" (John 14: 
16, 18). The teachings of Christian 
Science parallel tlie teachings of the 
Master, therefore it Is easy to re- 
alize that Christian Science Is the 
other Comforter, promised by the 
Master. It was necessary for this 
other Comforter to be discovered In 
order that, mankind might know 
and understand it. and Mary Baker 
Eddy, who from childhood turned to 
God In prayer and steadfastly com- 
muned with her heavenly Father, 
was called by God to reveal the 
Comforter. Christ Jesus was Mrs. 
Eddy's pattern in her great work, 
and the Bible was her only author- 
ity. teacher, and textbook. 

Prior to Mrs. Eddy's- discovery of 
Christian Science, she met with a 
severe accident, and although medi- 
cine and surgery could not heal her, 
she recovered immediately alter 
calling for the Bible and reading 
the account of the Master’s healing 
6 f the palsied man. After this ex- 
perience. she spent three years 
studying tlie Scriptures to gain an 
understanding of God's great' power 
to heal and His spiritual law. With 
her thought illumined by the In- 
spired Word of the Bible she wrote 
the Christian Science textbook. 
"Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures.” 

It was not a path of roses which 
Mrs. Eddy trod to give Chiistian 
Science to the world, for like the 
Master she encountered opposition 
and persecution, but she worked on. 
to bless even those who opposed 


thoughts. As these messages reach 
numberless people seeking the 
Christ, the whole world will become 
a garden of beauty, filling the air 
with the fragrance of Love. 

Mrs. Eddy not only gave to the 
wot Id the glories and beauties of 
the healing Christ, but she coura- 
geously uncovered the workings of 
the carnal mind, the subtle activities 
of evil. She did ♦his in order that 
mankind might recognize these evils 
for what they seem lo be and what 
they claim to do. and then, through 
the understanding of the all-power 
of Love, reduce them to their noth- 
ingness. their powerlessness. 

' Tlie purpose of evil always Li to 
block the activity of good, to atop 
right thinking and right acting. The 
carnal mind claims the power to 
direct mortal man’s thinking and 
acting, and make him believe that 
such suggested evil thought is his 
own. The activity of the carnal 
mind would cause one to be men- 
tally lazy and to let the persuasive or 
dominant thinking of another con- 
trol him. To one under the seeming 
Influence of material personality, no 
uncovering of error, no true presen- 
tation of a situation makes the 
slightest Impression until Truth 
awakens him to realize that God 
has given him the right to think 
for himself, that. In reality, he Is 
God-directed. In Science and 
Health tp. 106) Mrs. Eddy writes: 
"God has endowed man with in- 
alienable rights, among which are 
self-government, reason, and con- 
science. Man is properly self-gov- 
erned only when he is guided rightly 
and governed by his Maker, divine 
Truth and Love." 

Healing In Christian Science 

Christ Jesus demonstrated su- 
premely the religion of Love, which 
heals, and he promLsed his follow- 
ers that they should do the same 
works, provided they believed ' on 
him, for he said (John 14:12), 
"Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also." The Master's 
treatment was true prayer, and he 
worked to glorify God. Christian 
Science treatment Is prayer, and 
every honest Christian Scientist 
works to glorify God. The prayer of 
a Christian Scientist Is one of grati- 
tude to God for having made man

rious in humility." All Christian 
Scien’isis and many other- are pro- 
foundly grateful to Mrs. Eddy. They 
love her, and well they may. for she 
ims brought to the consciousness ot 
mankind an understanding of the 
treat and only God; -lie ha ; opened 
for them the very gates of the Holy 
City. 

In her textbook Mrs. Eddy writes, 
"When God called the author to 
proclaim His Gospel to this age, 
ih »re came also the charg » to plant 
and water His vineyard" *Pref. xi: 
22'. Always obedient to Cod's call, 
Mrs. Eddy, after writing the text- 
book. established the Chrhtian Sci- 
ence organization, thus becoming 
the Founder of Christian Science 
as well as the Discoverer. Mrs Eddy 
wrote the Church Manual, which 
governs the Christian Science or- 
ganization.

newspaper. The periodicals 
and the religious artir'.e which ap- 
pear.-, in every edition of the news- 
paper take healing messages to 
mankind, messages of encourage- 
ment and joy. messages which en- 
able their readet to gain some un- 
derstanding of Christian Science.

Disease is not ignored in Christian 
Science practice; it is recognized as 
a false belief, without intelligence. 
Ther • Is nothing good about disease, 
therefore it cannot be of God’s cre- 
ating. for in Genesis (1:31 1 we read, 
"And God saw every thing that he 
had made, and. behold, it was very 
good." yir.ee c.od is the only cre- 
ator, In reality disease has never 
been created, and therefore does not 
exist. 

The way to diagnose a case in 
Christian Science is to discover the 
quality of a patient’s thinking— 
whether his thoughts are lovely or 
unlovely, honest or dishonest, of 
human or divine origin; for every 
thought finds expression on the body. 
In each case there are human needs, 
mental and physical, to be met by 
Truth and I.ove. The greatest hu- 
man need in every case is a higher 
understanding of God und a greater 
faith in Hi* healing Christ. And 
there are other needs. In every case 
there is the need ol freedom from 
conscious or unconscious fear, free- 
dom from believing in the error, 
sometimes the need of freedom from 
pain, inflammation, or swelling. But 
whatever the need, divine I.ove is 
ever present to meet It. Regardless 
ot what name mortal man may give 
to disease, God's name lor it is ul- 
wuys the sume— illusion, a lie, un- 
reality. 

The Master demanded two things 
In his healing work: a change in the 
consciousness of hLs patient and u 
change in the physical evidence. 
Tile thought of tlie patient was 
changed from believing In the error 
to understanding the truth of hb 
being, und the physical condition 
was changed from u discordant to a 
harmonious one. 

When one understands that divine 
Mind all there Ls to govern 'in 
evei v realm, then mortal mind sur- 
tenclers its false claims. In the 
w, ' u hymn. "Onward, Chris- 

tian H Idln ." there are tlie lines, 
"Ci.'i i iit- royal Muster, leads 
again ti..- foe.” Christ Is Truth, 
and the foe i., mortal mind. Christ, 
i ; mil. . against every false ar- 
gument of mortal mind and de- 
' .ng free the sufferer.

shall have tribulation." but he did 
not leave them victims of the tribu- 
lation, lor he added, "Be of good 
cheer; I have overcome the world" 
(John 16:33), 

Through his understanding of 
God and God's love for His chil- 
dren, the Master overcame all the 
errors which the world presents. 

The testimonies which appear In 
t.!** chapter "Fruitage" in Science 
and Health were written by those 
who were healed by reading this 
book, and they give conclusive proof 
that Christian Science represents 
the healing Christ. On the cover of 
Science and Health, encircling the 
cross and the crown, are these four 
commands of the Master: "Heal 
the sick, raise the dead, cleanse 
the lepers, cast out demons;" and the 
contents of this book explain the 
Master’s teaching and enable one to 
fulfill his commands, to prove that 
"being Is holiness, harmony, immor- 
tality" (Science and Health, p. 492). 

Sometimes, under the weight of 
problems, there comes the tempta- 
tion to assume a false sense of per- 
sonal responsibility when there 
should be complete reliance on God. 
Many years ago, Mrs. Eddy ap- 
pointed one of her students to- a 
position which was new in the 
Christian Science organization, and 
realizing that this student might as- 
sume a sense of personal responsi- 
bility for the work, sent her this 
message, "God has undertaken for 
you.” Immediately all sense of 
carrying a burden rolled away, and 
the student went Joyously forward 
with her work. The message of 
Love had healed her of the false 
sense. 

A healing message never ceases to 
function; a declaration of Truth 
never dies, but continues to live, to 
operate, and fulfill Its mission. 

Many years after Mrs. Eddy sent 
that message, a young mother, 
whose little boy was perilously ill, 
went to a Christian Science practi- 
tioner for help for the child. She 
went to the very person to whom 
that message had been given, so 
long before. The practitioner, see- 
ing that the mother was filled with 
Tear and a great sense of personal 
responsibility for the safety of her 
child, gave her the message just 
quoted, and she started home hold- 
ing to these words of Mrs. Eddy, 
"God has undertaken for you.” 
When she arrived at her home her 
child was well. A message from di- 
vine Love never loses its power to 
heal. 

Not long ago I was talking with a 
young Christian Science practi- 
tioner. and having heard of several 
beautiful cases of healing accom- 
plished by her work, I asked what 
she felt was the outstanding point 
in her practice. She quickly replied. 
"I cannot help loving those who 
come to me for healing." Here was 
the answer: the divine Love which 
this practitioner exemplified, touched 
t.he consciousness of her patients, 
and they were healed. "Love never 
faileth." 

When one perceives that God Is 
the Father of man and that man Is 
the spiritual idea in divine Mind, 
when one perceives that there is, In 
reality, but one existence, spiritual 
exl-tence. and receives these truths 
into consciousness, he has taken 
two of the steps necessary to make 
his own demonstration and to heal 
others. The lntellectualist may per- 
ceive the logic of these statements, 
but sometimes, because of his pride 
of intellectuality, does not receive 
Into consciousness that which he 
has logically perceived. The materi- 
ali-t may perceive these truths, but 
because of his materiality is not 
interested to take them into his con- 
sciousness. However, the spiritually- 
minded person, after having per- 
ceived the truth about God and 
man. opens his consciousness and 
receives this truth. 

There is still another step to be 
taken, In order to bring out a dem- 
onstration, and that is. to conceive, 
or hold in consciousness, that which 
one has perceived and received. 
When one’s mental picture of man 
, 1 s permanently spiritual, he finds 
man without sin. without disease, 
without death, perfect as his cre- 
ator. 


Present-day Salvation 

In Philippians (2:12, 13) Paul 
writes. "Work out your own salva- 
tion with fear and trembling. For it 
is God who worketh in you both to 
will and to do of his good pleasure.'’ 

In the Glossary of Science and 
Health ip. 593 > Mrs. Eddy gives the 
definition of "salvation" as follows, 
"Life, Truth, and Love understood 
and demonstrated as supreme over 
all; sin. sickness, and death de- 
stroyed." 

Christian Science teaches a full 
salvation, a present-day salvation, 
an individual salvation. No one can 
work out another’s salvation, how- 
ever much he would like to do so. 
Even the Master could not work out 
the salvation of another, but by his 
consummate example of Christli- 
ness he showed others how to work 
out theirs. Each individual must see 
the necessity of working out his sal- 
vation and be willing to do It, One 
works out his salvation as he over- 
comes sin, and he overcomes sin by 
learning that sin has no intelligence 
to attract him. that sin gives no real 
pleasure, but delivers one to the suf- 
fering which sin always brings. 
There are three steps to be taken In 
overcoming sin. The first step re- 
quired is to recognize sin as sin, not 
to Ignore it, not to excuse it, by 
merely declaring that sin is unreal, 
.for sin is real to an individual as 
long as he serves sin. The second 
step necessary Is to repent of sin, 
and the third step Is reformation. 
Having taken these three steps. 0119 
is free to serve good and good only. 
The Christ. Truth, comes to Indi- 
vidual consciousness to destroy all 
sense of sin. God’s great law teaches 
that he who sins must suffer. 

Paul indicated that "bringing into 
captivity every thought to tlie obe- 
dience of Christ" (II Cor. 10 5 1 la 
working out one’s salvation. Noth- 
ing short of spirituality, honesty, 
and consecration will enable one to 
udvance Spirit ward. To think tor 
one moment that the consciousness 
of the Christ, Truth, could be at- 
tained without these qualities would 
be to misunderstand our Master, 
who stood pre-eminently among 
men, the most honest, the most con- 
aecrated. the most spiritually- 
minded person that ever walked 
the globe. The commands of the 
Muster Lo heal the sick and raise 
tlie dead make healing a necessity 
In working out one’s salvation. 
Clu Lt Jesua la the Way-ahower. and 
he healed the- sick and raised the 
dead In Acts <4:12) we read, 

There is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby 
we urns' be saved." In her Message 
for 1901. Mrs. Eddy writes (p. 10), 
'Theoretic-ally and practically man's 
;..il vatlon comes through 'the riches 
' Mis gran- in Christ Jesus." What- 
ever would deprive mortal man of 
working out his own salvation, 
whether In- .njvances .slowly or rap- 
ldlv. is opposed in t In* teachings of 
C'luutL .Je-u. mui Christian Science. 


The real man, a spiritual Idea 
In divine Mind, has never had to 
work out his salvation, for he Is 
already at one with the Puther. 
with an eternal salvation. In be- 
lief It Li mortal man who has his 
salvation to work out, and he will 
do it only ns hLs thought becomes 
.spiritualized; materiality blocks the 
way. "He that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
but he that soweth to the Spirit 
shall# of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting" (Gal. 6 : 8 ). 

Christian Science calls upon each 
one to adore God, to understand 
God, and to demonstrate God; to 
acknowledge Christ as God's Son, 
and to accept Jesus as the Way- 
shower. and to obey Paul’s admoni- 
tion, "Let this mind be in yo 
which was also in Christ Jesus” 
(Phil. 2:5). 

The Master said. "Come unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will ’give you reet"« 
(Matt. <1:28). Christian Science 
says, "Come to the Comforter, the 
healing G.irlst, and all your needs 
will be met; 'Love never faileth.’ ”

Enriched Bread and 
Peace Time Changes 


War Food Order No. 1 which 
required bakers throughout the 
United States to enrich their 
bread with iron and B vitamins, 
has been canceled and passes in- 
to history. The wartime law has 
not required enrichment of white 
flour sold for family use, but 
about three-fourths <4 all this 
flour at present is enriched vol- 
untarily, or to comply with state 
laws. 

Where does the wartime experi- 
ence in improving white flour 
and bread leave the country nu- 
tritionally, and what happens 
now? 

Food economists of the Bureau 
of Human Nutrition and Home 
Economics who recently anal- 
ized the nation's fdod supply 
from 1909-1945, reported that 
American civilians got more iron 
and B vitamins in their food dur- 
ing the recent war years than at 
any previous time in the 37 year 
period. Enrichment of white 
bread and flour was credited 
with playing an important part 
in this nutritional gain. 

Four years' trial, say the food 
economists, scorns to indicate 
that enrichment of flour and 
bread is an effective, practical 
and economical way to raise the 
level of thiamine, riboflavin, and 
niacin the B vitamin and iron, 
since practically everyone in th? 
country uses flour and bread in 
some form. The ingredients »o 
enrich all the flour and bread in 
the country would not cost more 
than 18 cents per person a year, 
at 1945 prices. 

To date, 19 states and Puerto 
Rico and Hawaii have passed 
laws of their own. providing for 
enrichment of white bread and 
flour sold within their borders. 
Massachusetts does not have 
this law at the present time. 

The rest of the country, en- 
richment is now on a voluntary 
basis. Consumers will need to 
read the labels closely to know 
whether both the white bread 
and flour that they buy are meet 
inn nutrition enrichment stand- 
ards. 

Purple by Demand 

The other change that the 
peace time food counters finds 
is In the meats. Missing from 
much of the meat now selling 
over the counter will be the pur- 
ple Federal grade stamp which, 
from the beginning of the war. 
has offered a guide to the house- 
wife as to the quality of her 
meat purchases. The reason for 
its jfbscnce is that federal grad 
ing no longer is compulsory since 
the OPA ceiling prices on meat 
were removed October 15 

However the federal grading 
services may still b*» had by those 
packers and slaughterers who 
wish it The extent to which it 
is continued depends largely on 
the demand by housewives and 
other consumers for meat with 
the federal stamp.

Mailing Xmas Seals, 
Big, Satisfying Job 
Says Mis. Robinson 

— o — 

11,200 motions — and 1600 let- 
ters enclosing Christmas Seals 
from the Newton Tuberculosis 
and Health Association, Inc., go 
out to the people of Auburndale 
this week. 

That was the box score of Mrs. 
Arthur G. Robinson, director of 
the Walker Missionary Home on 
Hancock street, Auburndale, who 
gives some interesting informa- 
tion on this project from per- 
sonal experience last year. As 
chairman of Christmas Seals, a 
community service of the Au- 
burndale Woman’s Club, it was 
her job to send out 1600 letters, 
each with 200 seals and return 
envelope enclosed. As Mrs. Rob- 
inson states with a wry smile, 
that really means 1600 letters 
folded and addressed carefully 
so that the name appears leg- 
ibly in the open-face envelope, 
return envelope, seals and Asso- 
ciation folder enclosed— and all 
1600 envelopes licked and stamp- 
ed! Incidentally, many of Mrs. 
Robinson's friends who merely 
stopped at the home for a friend- 
ly chat, found themselves lick- 
ing and stamping envelopes 
while they talked with their hos- 
tess. “They were really quite a 
help, too,” smiled Mrs. Robin- 
son. 

$1026 was received in Auburn- 
dale alone last year, an increase 
from $899 the previous year. In 
contrast, less than $400 was re- 
ceived when the service was first 
started in this village. In pro- 
portion to the number of resi- 
dents, Mrs. Robinson was proud 
to say that Auburndale ranks 
among the highest in the New- 
ton villages. 

The work isn’t over, of course, 
when the stamps are sent out. 
A complete tabulation is made 
on individual cards of stamps re- 
ceived or returned and reasons 
noted. Money trickles in up to 
April, Mrs. Robinson states. In 
a special account at the Newton 
Trust Co., deposit slips are made 
out in triplicate, one copy being 
kept by the chairman, one by 
the bank, and one sent to head- 
quarters. 

Since last year was the first 
time the organization decided to 
enclose 200 stamps instead of 
the 100 in former years, Mrs. 
Robinson found it interesting to 
note the comments received on 
this: some people automatically 
kept them all, some kept just 
what they could use, some peo- 
ple were angry, some commented 
that the Association was doing 
a good job, while others stated 
they were increasing their sub- 
scription because somebody in 
the family had tuberculosis.

keep addresses accurate. Many 
people move during the year and 
it is necessary to find out where 
each has gone so his card can 
be corrected and sent back to 
headquarters to ba re-assorted.

Fine coopera- 
tion was received from the local 
post office, where they checked 
her final list and took out 100 
cards of people who had moved 
and left forwarding addresses. 
In spite of that vigilance, 72 
letters came back. 

Planning, purchasing and serv- 
ing about 4000 meals a month to 
thc missionaries who came to 
the Walker Missionary Home 
from the ends of the earth is no 
small task, and is only one phase 
of Mrs. Robinson’s work. Since 
the war ended, activities there 
are increasing all the time, so 
she has reluctantly relinquished 
her chairmanship for 1946 to an- 
other member of the Auburndale 
Woman's Club, Mrs. F. Payson 
LoBaron of 28 King street. "It 
is a tremendous job,” Mrs. Rob- 
inson stated, "but highly reward- 
ing in the feeling of kinship and 
warm appreciation for the peo- 
ple in my community."

Central Church to 
Hear Dr. Carl 
Heath Kopf

Dr. Karl Hnath Kopf of Bos- 
ton. well known to radio audi- 
ences for his Sunday broadcasts 
"From a Window on Beacon 
Street” will speak at the Central 
Congregational Church in New- 
tonvilln on Tuesday evening. De- 
cember 3. 

Flying from California to Man- 
ila and return, Dr. Kopf went to 
the Philippines this fall as the 
special representative of the 
Congregational churches to at- 
tend an important interdenomi- 
national post-war planning meet- 
ing and to survey the w’ork of 
the American Board of Foreign 
Missions, of which he is a Vice 
President. By jeep, on foot and 
by plane he covered Congrega- 
tional fields on Mindanao. Luzon 
and Negros with American Board 
missionaries traveling some 22/*00 
miles in three months with 16.000 
miles by plane. 

In thp Philippines Dr. Kopf 
talked with Christians in cities, 
towns and isolated villages with 
pastors and officials and had a 
personal interview with President 
Roxas. head of the new Filipino 
republic, who pleaded for more 
Christian education and aid in 
rebuilding schools and churches. 
Some 90 r . of the churches were; 
cither destroyed or badly dam- 
aged. 

A speaker of simplicity, con- 
viction and appeal. Dr. Kopf 
reaches a large unseen audience 
each Sunday by radio in broad- 
casts that are beamed to every 
creed and race. In writing of hi5> 
broadcasts WEEI says, "The tre- 
mendous trifles of our lives in- 
spire a fresh and plain spoken 
philosophy of strength, tolefance 
and progress. His is a snoken 
word every man can call his 
own." 

Dr. Kopf's radio work career 
began at the conclusion of a Eu- 
ropean tour in 1938 when he re- 
turned impressed by the need of 
finding some way to bring reli- 
gion to more people in the world 
outside the church doors. He has 
h°e l a "feature" of WEEI since 
that year. 

Born in New York State. Dr. 
Kopf recalls that he first yearned 
to be a scientific farmer and 
spent most of his summer vaca-

The Civilian Production Administration has asked us to notify 
you of the issuance of Utilities Order U-14, prohibiting certain 
uses of electricity in the interest of conserving coal. 


Paragraph : of Utilities Order U-14. 
as it applies to Boston Edison customers 
reads: 

"(cl Initial Curtailment. After 6:00 
o'clock p.m. on Monday, November 25. 
1946, no consumer shall juse electricity for 
any of the purposes listed in Schedule I of 
this order.” 

Schedule I reads as follows: 

“Pursuant to paragraph (c) of this 
order, no consumer shall use electricity for 
any of the following purposes: 

1. Refrigeration for air-conditioning ex- 
cept to the extent essential for industrial 
processes or for health and safety. 

2. Outdoor and indoor advertising and 
promotional lighting. 

3. Outdoor displa> and flood lighting 
except to the extent necessary for the 
conduct of outdoor busmess*or seme es. 

4. Outdoor or indoor decorative and 
ornamental lighting 

5. Show window or show case lighting. 

6. Marquee lighting in excess of 60 watts 
for each marquee. 

", White way street lighting in excess of 
the amount determined by local public 
authority to be necessary -or public 
safety. 

8 Outdoor or indoor sign lightr'g except 
for 

(l : Directional or identification signs 
required for fire and police protec 
tion, traffic control, transportation 
terminals, or hospitals, or direc- 
tional or identification lighting lor 
any similar essential public serv 
ices; 

(II) Directional or identification signs 
using not more than oO watts per 


establishment, for doctors and for 
hotels and other public lodging 
establishments. 

9. Outdoor entrance lighting, except the 
minimum essential for public health 
and safety and then not more than 60 
watts per entrance. 

10. Any other form of general outdoor or 
indoor illumination in or about any 
commercial, industrial or other non- 
resident ial establishment in excess of 
75 per cent of the illumination nor- 
mally used. 

11. In excess of 75 per cent of the normal 
passenger elevator or escalator service 
in any building having more than one 
passenger elevator or escalator." 

Your attention is also invited to the 
following provisions of Utilities Order 
U-14: 

Paragraph h Appeals. 

"Appeals from the restrictions on uses of 
electricity listed in Schedule I shall be 
addressed to the Office for Emergency 
Controls. Civilian Production Administra- 
tion, Washington 25. D C. Ref U-14 " 
Paragraph k‘ Violations. 

"When the Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration determines that any person is using 
electricity in violation of this order, it may 
direct the electric supplier serving such 
person to disconnect service and prescribe 
the conditions under which service may be 
reconnected. In addition, any person who 
wilfully violates any provision of this order 
or who in connection with this order wil- 
fully conceals a materi.il fact or furnishes 
false information to any department or 
agency of the United States is guilty of a 
crime and upon conviction may be pun- 
ished by fine or imprisonment ”

Blood Available to 
Citizens When One 
Of Family Donates 

—fl- 
it's good news for persons who 
have given their blood to the; 
i Massachusetts Blood Donor Pro- j 
gram! Actual donors and mem- 
bers of their Immediate families 
are now eligible to receive whole 
blood as needed, and free of 
charge. Blood will be supplied 
for these people directly or it I 
will be available to replace whole 
blood received from a hospital 
blood bank. The expansion of 
the program will mean that all 
Massachusetts will be included as 
soon as sufficient supplies are 
on hand. It is only fair that 
those who have actually donated 
their blood should receive the 
benefits first. 

Surplus blood plasma from the 
supplies collected during the war 
have been released by the gov- 
ernment to the Red Cross and 
is available to licensed hospitals. 
However, In many instances, red 
blood cells, which are removed in 
the processing of plasma, are 
needed also. These are primarily 
cases in which the patient has 
lost a large quantity of blood 
such as from hemorrhage or 
severe accident. Blood fractions, 
obtained from whole blood, are 
needed before and al^er opera- 
tions. The importance of build- 
ing up the supplies of plasma 
which will soon become depleted, 
and particularly of whole blood, 
cannot be overestimated, accord- 
ing to Dr. Loren D. Moore, direc- 
tor of the blood program for the 
Department of Health. In June 
alone when there was an epi- 
demic of measles, more than, 
6,000 Massachusetts children re- 
ceived from the state some 12,000 
cubic centimeters of gamma 
globulin, the newly discovered 
immunization fraction, to lessen
